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From the Ui'FKB Missouri.— The steamer Spread 
Eagle arrived at St. Louis, on Friday evening, from 
a point on the Upper Missouri, two thousand five 
hundred miles distant from St. Louis, and one hun- 
dred and eighty miles beyond Fort Union, at the 
mouth of the Yellowstone. Forty-eight days had 
elaaed since her departure from St. Louis on busi- 
ness connected with the American fur company. She 
brought about 5,000 packs of furs, and 50 mountain- 
eers, men attired partly in Indian garb, and with 
fjfcs almost as dark as that of the Indian. 

The Indians, as far as known, were quiet, and 
showed no disposition to tight amongst themwelves, 
or to trouble the whites, excepting on one occasion, 
as follows. Ou the down trip, a band of armed As- 
siniboins were observed congregated on the bank, 
and made signals inviting the boat to land. The 
officers not thinking it quite safe to do so, determined 
to pause, and sounded the bell as if about to land, 
but kept her mooring swiftly past. 

The Indians were of course highly displeased at 
this movement aud fired a volley at the boat, but 
fortunately only one bullet struck the boat. No one 
but hurt. This was the last seen of these Indians.

The U. S. Agricultural Society. — The ar- 
rangements for the summer trial of harvesting im- 
plements to take place at Syracuse, N. Y., from the 
8th to the 13th of July, under the auspices of the 
United States Agricultural Society, are nearly com- 
pleted. Nearly one hundred implements have been 
entered for competition. They come from all parts 
of the country, from the extreme West as well as 
the North and East. It will be in every respect a 
national exhibition and will be full of interest to the 
whole agricultural community. 

The machines entered will all be exhibited at the 
annual exhibition of the Society near this city, com- 
mencing September 1, when a trial of plows and 
other farming implements will take place. The im- 
plement department at the full exhibition is conf.- 
dently expected ti surpass any exhiliition that has 
ever been held in this country or in Europe.

We have been shown a cut of the great gold medal of 
the United States Society. It is decidedly the most mas- 
sive one and has the most appropriate design of any we 
have seen. Its diameter is three inches, and it will cost the 
Society about one hundred and fifty dollars. The face 
represents a majestic female figure seated upon a throne. 
In the ris-ht hand, which is elevated and extended forward 
in an attitude of invitation, she holds a crown of laurel; in 
her left she holds the sickle — emblem of agricultural indus- 
try. In her lap an 1 gathered various fruits. Her noble 
brow is covered with the wreath of Empire, and her proud 
and expressive countenance manifests her dignified rank 
as tin- impartial disposer of awards to the comitetitors. 
Around the rim of the medal is the classic wreath of laurel, 
and within this the words, in Roman letters— "usited 

STATES AOiUCUHUKAI. SOCIETY. INSTtTCTEII MDCOCLU." 

The adverse side is ornamented simply with a wreath of 
plants, the productions of the grand divisions of the United 
States, emblematic of the national character of the Socie- 
ty. < in one aide are the sugar cane and cotton plant, ou 
the other the I udian corn and wheat, and at the bottom, 
uniting the two, is a grape vine, laden with fruit and leaves. 
Thus the great staples of the South, North, Wet. and East 
are wreathed together.

Astronomical. — The very rare and important

FASHIONABLE INTELLIGENCE. 
FASHIONS FOR JULY. 

New York, June 23 

The long continuation of the cold, damp, unpleas- 
ant weather has been a constant source of complaint 
from all quarters. The mercantile world especially 
has suffered the most injurious consequences from 
this unusual state of things, which it is feared the 
tardy glimpses of sunshine we have had recently 
will not remove. 

the recent fearful police commotion which has 
agitated the city has by no means tended to allav 
this state of feeling. Outside traffic, upon which New 
York, greatly depends, is almost suspended, and, 
even if no more serious results follow, the greatest de- 
pression in the business world must ensue. At 
present there is little trace of the joyous activity 
which generally characterises this season, when 
citizens are preparing for pleasant summer excur 
sions, and the splendid stores are tilled with gay- 
fabrics, to attract the eye and open the purse strings 
of the passers by. But now the goods hang with 
a melancholy look in the windows, purchasers are 
scarce, and these only buy cheap articles, and 
groups of men stand on the comers of the streets, 
and talk in low tones, with downcast eyes and 
doubtful expression, as if it was impossible to tell 
what all this was coming to. 

In the midst of the general collapse, however, 
one feature of city life remains in undisturbed pos- 
session of the field, and that is hoops. Hoops are 
undoubtedly in the ascendant; never have they been 
so lar^e as this season, and the comparison between 
the full skirts and the slim ones resulted so unfavor- 
ably to the Utter that they were simultaneously 
abandoned by the few persons who had assunicit 
them. The introduction of several improvements 
has also served to increase their popularity, and it 
would seem too bad to relinquish them now when the 
manufacture has attained a perfection in the highest 
degree conducive to feminine comfort. A new skirt 
called the "Crystal" is the most perfect in shape 
and the most graceful in style of any which has been 
presented. It is very light and lias created a furore 
wherever it is known. While examining it at the 
manufacturers, a week ago, an order was received 
from one dealer for 3,000 doz., who had taken 100 
doz. the week before to try. A still later novelty- 
is culled the "Opera" skirt; it is made of muslin, 
with light steel or whalebone springs, and combines 
an "adjustable bustle," made expressly to wear 
with the deep basques now in vogue. The princi- 
pal feature, however, is the opening down the entire 
front, so that it can be folded over in a crowded as- 
sembly, thus taking up no more room than an ordi- 
nary skirt. At first it seems as if this might injure 
its grace and symmetry, but it is found not to do 
so in the least, if two full skirts are worn over, as 
should be the case always with hoops of any des- 
cription, so as to prevent any trace of the ridge 
formed by the springs, and to" insure ease and ele- 
gance of carriage. 

SKIRTS OK THE EMPRESS EUGENIE — EXCITEMENT 
AMOS'. THK OMNIBUSES. 

The perfection of grace which the contour of the 
kirts of the Empress Eugenie have attained has 
been a matter of envy to all the ladies of the 
French Court. Numerous have been the effort to 
)mbine the soft and airy lightness which always 
distinguish the imperial toilette, but always with- 
out success. Hoops by the same makers were 
worn, and skirts piled upon them, each one of finer 
texture than the last, that being the way in which 
it was said the Empress attained the much desired 
result. But alas! the same result did not follow, 
and the ladies were in despair until the waiting 
woman of a lovely and newly-made Countess ob- 
tained the secret from the tire-woman of the Em- 
press. It was simply the placing of innumerable 
dounces of tulle over a very graceful hoop, com- 
posed of 24 springs of light steel; of course tbey 
were entirely useless after a day's wear, and after 
lieing removed were supplied by others. This idea 
U decidedly excelleut when applied under robes of 
light tissue", but could oaly be of use in the form 
of fine crinoline under heavier materials, as it 
would require more substance than tulle possesses 
to resist the pressure. 

A serious innovation is contemplated by the New 
York stage proprietors, and has already "been acted 
upon in one or two instances. On one of these oc- 
casions the consequences were bo nearly akin to the 
seriously ridiculous that it may deter them from 
trying it again. For the past two weeks a placard 
has been placed in some of the up town stages with 
"Ladies Wearing Hoops 12 cents" stuck upon it 
in large letters. On a very wet day six ladies found 
themselves inside one of these stages and determin 
ed, since they had to pay double price, to take the 
comfort of it. As most of them wore the new 
"opera" hoop, a sudden collapse accompanied their 
sitting down, leaving plenty of room for half a 
dozen others, they occupying no more 9pace than 
ladies without hoops. This the driver observed, aud 
as it rained hard, and he thought the woineu would 
not dare to say anything, although he had taken the 
twelve cents from them on entering the stage as is 
the custom, he determined to try his chance at 
making a grand haul by putting in the usual num- 
ber (on raiiiy days) of twenty -three and making 
the ladies jiay double. In a" very few moments 
several drenched individuals of the masculine gen- 
der rushed up to the door and were about entering 
sans ceremonie, when they were informed by the 
female occupants that the stage was "full." Glancing 
at the empty seats, and then at their fair informants, 
whom the gentlemen evidently thought slightly- 
crazy, one of them said politely, he. thought the 
ladies were mistaken, there seemed to he plenty of 
room, and in the meantime he and his friends were 
becoming soaking wet. The ladies regretted "in- 
fintely," but could not help it, pointed to the placard, 
and then to their number, when the gentlemen saw 
the joke and withdrew, the driver swearing at them 
vociferously. The same thing was repeated many- 
times along the route with the same result, until the 
driver became almost insane with rage, and the 
"hoops" were in convulsions at their success. 

THE CHECKS MANIA, CIRCULAR CLOAKS, FANCY 
GOODS. 

The p tssion for check goods has been quite French 
in its extravagance this season; at first tbey appeared 
in fine foulard silks aud summer poplins, which were 
expensive, and bought only by the mo-t decidedly 
fashionable persons, but the rapid imitation in ail 
kinds of cheap fabrics has made them univer-.il 
until every woman and every store has become a 
mass of uniform black and white check. One good 
it has achieved, which is a neat and lady-like walk- 
ing-dress at a very moderate price, a great desider- 
atum in our dirty and extravagant city, although it 
is feared that its universal popularity "will insure as 
rapid a decline as its rise was sudden, our fashion- 
able women not being willing to wear a garment, be 
it ever so convenient or becoming, after it has been 
successfully imitated by the masses; we are so truly 
democratic and republic. 

Circular cloaks are a general appendage to the 
promenade toilette and are made in all kinds of ma- 
terials, checked summer poplin, China silk, linen 
checks, fine drab grenadine, and thin India muslin. 
The latest and most distinguished styles are cut 
quite short and a very deep flounce attached, which 
is put in large box* plaits, with a braid heading. 
The central part of the hood is precisely the shape 
of a Birurle half handkerchief, the broad side being 
fathered at the throat, and a tassel suspended from 
the loose point; on each side are pieces cut so as to 
for uthe proper shape to the bood, and points on 
either side the central one, to each of which tassels 
are also attached. When the cloak is composed of 
a check material, the flounce and side pieces must 
be made of a much larger check than the circle and 
centre of the hood, so as to form the most striking 
contrast.

A great deal of taste is displavcd in shoea, gloves, 
hosiery, pocket handkerchiefs, and fancy goods of 
various kinds. Fineness and delicacv are the qual- 
ities sought for, and in these they are attaining ex- 
quisite perfection. Mits of Maltese lace, with gaent- 
let cuffs or flounces upon that part which extends 
upon the arm; hose of the finest Lisle thread, in 
small designs, which are worn with the high-heeled 
slipper, form coquettish and elegant accompaniments, 
not only to the morning but the promenade toilette! 

For pocket handkerchiefs inordinate prices are 
paid, and the latest have the corners cut off so a* 
nearly to form a circle; the workmanship being the 
finest possible and the size very small. A pretty 
and favorite idea for demi-toiletie is to cut a tlnv 
centre of French cambric, and sew on the edge "a 
half inch of Valenciennes insertion, alternating it 
with a quarter inch insertion of the cambric, then 
another of the Valenciennes, and so on until three 
rows of each are obtained, ending with one of cam- 
bric, which is edged with inch and a half Valenci- 
ennes lace. 

All the recently imported collars are very small 
and embroidered in small designs and in the most 
exqui'ite manner to corre-pond with th*» deJi<~tev of 
their size.

Another Horrible Deep ok Blood. — Yester- 
day evening, about five o'clock, the public were 
shocked and enraged at hearing of the death of one 
of our best and most worthy- citizens, John Everson, 
who was shot and instantly killed by John Abel, a 
son of Joe Abel. 

From all the information we could gather, but little 
or no cause or provocation was given by the deceased 
to justify the horrible deed. They were seated in 
front of the Worsham House, and it is not known by 
those who were near that any angry words passed 
between them. The first thing that occurred which 
attracted attention was Al*l rising and shooting Mr. 
Everson. He shot him through the heart, and he fell 
upon the pavement and died almost instantly, with- 
out speaking a word. Abel eudeavored to make his 
escape, but he was soon arrested aud taken to the 
prison. 

In a few moments after he was arrested t 
infuriated crowd assembled, first upon 
where the bloody deed was committed, ar 
ceeded to the jaii with the view of taking i 
ing him immediately; and had not the crowd been 
checked by several gentleman who took an active pert 
in trying to quiet it. thev would most certainly have 
hung him. The crowd was addressed bv Mavor 
Douglas, Col. Jno. Martin, Gen. W. T. Haskell, Col. 
J. H Mahon, and others, who urged them to delibe- 
rate and consider before proceeding further in such 
an important move. The crowd was very large, 
numbering between two and three thousand citizens, 
who were very greatly excited and much enraged.

A Cutuors Will.— The Worcester ( Mass. ) Trans- 
cript gives the substance of the will of the late Jesse 
W. Goodrich, of that city, well known as a strong 
advocate of the temperance cause. The document it- 
self covers fifty folio pages, and there is a codicil con- 
taining sixty -three double columned pages of printed 
matter. Among the bequests are a copy of the 
Holy Bible to each of his brothers, sisters, execu- 
tors, Ac., sixteen in all. Each successive owner of 
the volumes is to sign a "family teetotal pledge that 
they will neither make, buy, tell, give away, or use 
any kind of alcoholic or intoxicating liquors, either 
for drinking, culinary, medicinal, tvrgical, or sacramen- 
tal purposes, not any tobacco, for the purpose either 
of chewing, smoking, or snuffing, and that by precept 
and example, and in all other suitable ways, at all 
times and places, to discountenance all such uses." 
Other provisions of this curious will are thus given: 

He then orders his executors to subscribe for one 
copv for each of themselves and his relatives, of 
"some good temp- ranee paper, advocating the dis- 
use of tobacco, and legal and moral suasion com- 
bined," tor the suppression of liquor, thirty copies 
in all for twenty-one years. „ . 

He then bequeaths #i00 to each of his living sis- 
ters, provided they each of them, within one year, 
sign the "family and teetotal pledge." 

He then divides his property, subject to all other 
bequests, among his relatives, payable every fifth, 
tenth, fifteenth, and twentieth year, provided that 
at the expiration of each period they shall make 
affidavit that they have kept the anti-liquor, anti- 
tobacco pledge in its full extent.

Can any man tell me when the beginning was? 
Years ago we thought the beginning of this world 
was when Adam came upon it; but we have discov- 
ered that, thousands of years before that, God was 
preparing chaotic matter to make it a lit abode for 
man; putting races of creatures upon it, who might 
die and leave behind the marks of His handiwork 
and marvellous tkill, before he tried His hand on 
man. But this was not the beginning; for revela- 
tion points us to a period long ere this world was 
fashioned — to the days when the morning stars were 
begotten; when, like drops of dew from the fingers 
of the morning, stars and constellations fell trick- 
ling from the hand of God; when, by His own lips, 
He launched forth ponderous orbs; when, with His 
own hand, He sent comets, like thunderbolts, wan- 
dering through the sky, to find one day their proper 
sphere. We go back to years gone by, when worlds 
were made and systems fashioned; but we have not 
even approached' the beginning yet. 

Until we go to the time when all the Universe 
slept in the mind of God, as yet unborn, until we 
enter the eternity where God, the Creator, lived 
alone, everything sleeping within Him, all creation 
resting in His mighty, gigantic thought, we have 
not guessed the beginning.

ing account of a heart-rending casualty in Yo.k 
county. Pa., we copy from the York Eagle: 

On Monday afternoon, Mr. Casper Hibler went to 
his well in the yard for the purpose of drawing wa- 
ter, when the walls caved in, precipitating him down 
the well a distance of seventeen feet (the well, is 
about forty feet deep), where he was firmly held by- 
earth and stones, unable to extricate himself.

Necessi- 
ty told her to teach, and so she harnessed her deli- 
cate mind to the task of dragging about the load of 
ignorance and contumely with which governesses in 
England are supposed to be burdened. But she 
was sent by God for better things. She had eyes, 
and saw the truth of life clearly — she had ears, and 
heard its chords and discords plainly. The light 
that was in her must shine out, and it did shine out 
gloriously. After a time Jane Evre was written, 
and after some delay published. It came upon the 
literary world like a cool, bracing breeze from the 
hills of Yorkshire. Byronism and Bulwerism _nd 
Miss Nancyism had died the death that all false- 
hoods mnst die, and in their place men and women 
were ready to welcome the truthful humanity, the 
large love, the contempt for shams, and the merci- 
less analysis that were daguerreotyped on the pages 
of Charlotte Bronte's new work. Thenceforth she 
was one of the sovereigns of thought, ruling us by 
a divine, unquestioned right. Yet her life was a 
sad one. 

Her father does not appear to have been a very love- 
able man; her brother nearly broke her heart by his 
dissipation and early death; her sisters were snatch- 
ed from her one by one by the resistless grasp of 
consumption; and she, herself, soon after her mar- 
riage, and just as the evening sun of her day's jour- 
ney here began to break through the thick clouds, 
passed suddenly and silently through the dark val- 
ley into the Silent Land. We could have wished 
for her a longer and a happier life; but as the poet 
tells us, tho»e who scale the walls of heaven and 
bring down the fire therefrom to kindle haman hearts, 
inu>t, like Prometheus, lie chained to the crags of 
sorrow, and ever see the vulture sailing around and 
above them, ready to punish their divine audacity. 

"Only those are crowned and sainted. 
Who with grief have been acquainted." 

Yet what true woman- would not give up the priv- 
ilege of being an ornament to the gay world, the 
toy of admirers, the fair butterfly of an hour, and 
suffer some of Charlotte Bronte's sufferings that she 
might be what Charlotte Bronte was; to perceive 
with her clear vision, to hear the melodies she 
heard in the spirit, to feel the "rapture of creating, 
the fervor of invention," to reap her exceeding 
great reward? Her life was not a peaceful | 
triumph, like Goethe's — nor yet an inglorious defeat, 
but a patient wrestle, crowned with a well deserved 
though late victory. 

Champagne— "The But Brands" Made n 
New York.— At the present time in New York there 
are thirteen establishments which manufacture 
champagne, or, in other word*, convert still wines 
into sparkling ones; for no process has yet been dis- 
covered for producing an artificial wine which pos- 
sesses the flavor and other qualities of the product 
of the grape. These manufacturers use for their 
purpose a light French, and sometimes, if sparkling 
nock is to lie produced, a German w ine. The wine, 
after being prepared by precipitating all mi i. stances 
which would, when charged with carlHinic acid, be 
deposited in the bottle, is subjected to a high pres- 
sure of carbonic acid by machinery, such as is used 
for the manufacture of i-oda water, and after beiug 
well agitated in contact with the gas, is bottled un- 
der pressure with a very ingenious machine. 

At a festival given in* New York to a distinguished 
statesman, the wine furnished was all made in this 
city and was pronounced of excellent quality by- 
numbers who imagined they were drinking genuine 
"Heidsieck." 

Within the past vear vast improvements have 
taken place in the manufacture of the article. 

Largest Man H the World! — The funeral 
sermon of Mr. Miles Darden, who died at his resi- 
dence, in Henderson county, will be preached on 
the 4th Sunday in this month, five miles southwest 
from Lexington, Tenn. The Masonic fraternity 
will be in attendance, in full regalia, on the oc- 
casion. 

The deceased was, beyond all question, the lar- 
gest man in the woi Id. His height was seven feet 
six truhes — I inches higher than PorUr, the celebra- 
ted Kentucky Giant. Hia weight was a fraction 
over one thousand pounds. It required seventeen 
men to lift him in his coffin. Took over 100 feet of 
plank to make his coffin. He measured around the 
waist six feet and four inches. 

After the funeral services, a friend in Henderson 
county, who has long known Mr. Darden, has 
promised to give us a brief sketch of his life, em- 
bodying some interesting facts.

Great Railroad Convention. — A convention 
of railroad officers of the Eastern and Western raU- 
roads, between the seaboard and Chicago, St. Lou- 
is and Cincinnati, &c, was held at the Clarendon 
Hotel, in Buffalo, on Wednesday evening. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to settle the difficulties be- 
tween the two great lines from Chicago to New 
York and Boston, growing out of the recent reduc- 
tion of fare by the New York and Erie Kiilroad. 

Mr. Rockwell, of the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
Railroad, was chosen President, and Mr. Flint, Su- 
perintendent of the Cleveland and Columbus Rail- 
road, was chosen Secretary. 

A communication from the President of the New 
York and Erie Railroad was received and read, but 
no delegation from that road appeared to take a part 
in the proceedings. 

After a lengthy session, in which the subject was 
ably discussed, the following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resslved, That if any railroad company shall refuse to 
accede to the regular rates of firsi-class passenger fare, 
which were charged on the 20th of May last, or shall— 
knowingl-, directly or indirectly— violate the ?ame by 
payment or commission, or allowance of drawback or oth- 
erwise, either on its own line, ur bv forming part of and 
workiug with a through-line that may be violating them, 
all other companies interested therein shall refuse to re- 
ceive or sell through-tickets over or from the road of the 
offending party, while such viola'ion continues: nor shall 
such roads so interested check baggage over the road of 
the offending party, or permit it so to be checked upon 
their premises, or otherwise, with checks that they can 
control. 

Resolved, That if any company shall refuse, to conform 
to the above resolution, aud shall continue in any respect 
contrar to said resolution to do such business with any 
offending company, all other companies shall, in like man- 
ner, as provided in said resolution, refuse to do business 
with the company so maintaining its connections with the 
offending party 

Resolved, That the Interest of the public and of the 
stockholders of all ourraiiroads requiresan immediate dis- 
continuance of all outside expenditures by the companies 
to get business away from emeu other.

Four serious riots occurred in this vicinity cn Sun- 
day. At Hudson Park, yesterday, a party of Ger- 
mans, who were enjoying a pic nic, were 'attacked 
by rowdies, when a battle ensued, in which several 
of the former were seriously injured. 

The eleventh ward was the bcene of a dangerous 
riot. A gang of rowdies attacked Captain McKin- 
ney, the thirteenth ward police, and nine of his men, 
and succeeded after a bloody tight in rescuing some 
prisoners from the custody of the policemen.

Extensive Forgeries in the West — Arrest of 
the Alleged Perpetrator in this city — $3,000 Fouwl sb 
his Possession. — J. C. Taylor alias J. F. Johnxui 
was taken into custody a tew days ago by officers 
Kinner and Smith, of" the Chiefs office, on the 
charge of being a fugitive from Johnson county, 
Indiaua, where it is alleged he stands charged with 
having committed extensive forgeries upon the 
Farmer's Bank of Franklin, in the above named 
county and State. On the 28th of May last, Tay- 
lor, it is charged, forged a draft on the above bank 
for the sum of $3,500, and left the place the fol- 
lowingday en route for New York. 

On Tuesday the detectives surprised the fugitive 
while he was in his bed-room. Upon searching the 
room occupied bv the prisoner, a bag containing 
$3,000, in gold coin, a gold watch valued at $200, a 
valuable diamond breastpin, and other trinkets were 
found stowed away in various corners of the apart- 
ment. Upon the person of Taylor was found a 
hauk-boek, from which it would appear that he had 
$7,000 deposited to his credit in the Broadway Bank 
of this city, but, upou making inquiries, it was 
found that be had no money at all in that bank. 
Some time previous to his arrest he deposited $700 
in the bankj but subsequently drew it out, and then 
altered the teller's entry of $700 to that of $7,000, 
so that it would appear as though he still had a 
balance of $6,300 credited to him, while he really 
had no money .tt all in the bank. In a valise were 
found some "letters which apparently had come to 
him from some ladies through the Broadway post- 
office; also a couple of daguerreotypes of females 
with whom he had evidently been on intimate 
terms, and also a receipt from one of the express 
companies, showing that he had sent a Bible to 
some Southern church by way of a donation to the 
pastor thereof. 

Taylor is a lawyer by profession, possessed of 
many superior accomplishments, and is withal a 
perfect gentleman in manner and apjiearance. He 
is suspeeted of having been engaged in a number of 
other forgeries perpetrated upon several banks in 
Indiana during the past six months.

STEAMBOAT DISASTER-FURTHER DETAILS.

Pkteksbl'RO, June 23. 
At an advanced hour last evening, three slaves, 
employed by Mr. Edward Gill of Chesterfield, at 
his residence near Matoaca, were lodged in the jail 
of this city under very important, tnd, indeed, fear- 
ful circumstances. Their names are, respectively: 
Rebecca, a cook, and Maria (lioth owned by Mr. 
Gill), and John, a slave of Sylvester Pearce, Esq. 
For several weeks past the entire family of Mr. Gill, 
consisting of six children, himself, and wife, have 
Iieen slowly and gradually visited with mysterious 
diseases, producing internal inflammations, deathly 
paleness, and exceeding nervousness. In the course 
of time their youngest child fell a victim to its fa- 
tality; and on Saturday List, physicians were called 
to attend the family, every one of whom had be- 
come prostrated, and were laboring under intense 
pain. 

From the character of the symptoms of the af- 
fliction, suspicions of poisoning were aroused, which 
were subsequently fully corroborated by investiga- 
tion. On the prcmUes of the cook, which '.vcre :Ts? 
occupied by the two other servants, were found par- 
cels of lump and carbonate of lead, with a vial con- 
taining the sugar of l.ad. These similar and dead- 
ly poisons, as every attendant circumstance war- 
ranted, had been introduced from time to time in 
the food and drink served to the family, causing a 
slow process of death. On yesterday (Monday) 
evening. Ella, the youngest surviving daughter, 
died under the loathsome affliction. 1 he Chester- 
field authorities were immediately consulted' all the 
circumstances fully stated, and the arrest authorized. 
The rest of the family are slightly improving.
